It takes a freight from four to 


six minutes to run through the tun- 
nel and during this time the trainmen 
on top of the cars become so hot that 
they perspire freely. Coming Into the 
open air, they quickly chill 
and 


there is always danger of contracting 
a cold, says the Altoona Mirror. 


The officials at the company are 


dreading an accident in the tunnel, be- 
cause of the possible result. To .some 
extent however, the danger would be 
lessened ny a connection with the oUl 
Utnnel. At a point half way In the 
n.?w tunnel an archway leads to the 
o'ld douhle track tunnel.
